The  first  hint  I  would  t'ive  to  tlie  inteiidinvr  liome-liuilder  is  contained 
in  the  ohl  adatfe:  "Cut  your  coat  aeeoniini:  to  your  cloth."  Huiid  a  iiotise 
well  within  your  means  and  om-  suitalih'  to  tlo'  styh'  in  wiiich  you  will  lie  alile 

t(,  live  when  in  it.     As  a  siriall  child   I   ri' lolicr  a  pretentious  iiiiiMHlon,  never 

tinishcd,  ni'ver  oeeupieil,  set  up  on  an  ciiiineiiic  and  duhhed  "jjandall's  Folly," 
by  all  the  country  side.  Soiih'  man  with  inoticy  for  a  modest  hiiniralmv  had 
started  to  huihl  a  palace  and  helore  it  uas  complctcil  he  was  ruined.  Kvery 
one  has  seen  somewhere  a  "Smith's  Folly"  or  a  ".lones'  Folly." 

So  tirst  cit'  all  phoo.se  a  style  of  house  and  ii  plan  suitnhlc  to  the  money 
you  can  atVord  to  put  in  it  so  that  you  will  not  run  short  of  funds  hefore  it  is 

done  and  he  forced  to  skimp  at  the  last.     Anil  let  the  house  also  a rd  with 

your  income.  It  is  hctter  to  live  well  in  a  small  house  than  poorly  in  »  hiir  one; 
und  if  your  wife  has  to  do  her  own  W(U'k  it  is  worse  than  folly  to  huild  a  house 
tluit  it  would  take  two  maids  to  keep  in  order. 

The  same  prineij)h,'  holds  j.'ood  with  respei-t  to  hication.  Do  not  h\iild  your 
house  in  a  fashionahle  nei^rhhorhood  if  you  have  not  ampU^  means  to  justify  you 
in  so  doiiifr.  The  strain  of  liavin<r  to  ki'cp  up  appearances,  hotli  inside  and  out- 
side the  homo  on  an  insufJieicncy  of  cash,  fakes  all  the  comfort  out  (d'  lif''. 

Kather  elioose  the  site  of  your  future  home  for  healthfuliiess  and  hcauty. 
without,  however,  overlooking'  the  social  side  alto(»etlier.  For,  after  all.  pleasiint 
nei^hhors  are  li.df  the  home  life. 

While  speakiiifi  of  the  home  site,  let  me  put  in  a  plea  for  the  prescnation 
of  native  trees  and  shruhs  as  far  as  possible  when  c'  'i;  the  lot  or  );radinK  it 
for  huilding.     What  a  shame  it  is  when  fine  old  t.  re  ruthlessly  cut  down 

and  burned,  not  only  without  need,  hut  when,  to  lea  them  where  they  stood, 
would  Kive  a  beauty  and  di^rnity  to  the  home  that  nothing  else  could.  Remember 
that  these  trees  can  in  r<  r  be  replaced:  once  yone  they  arc  tronc  forever,  so 
consider  well  before  you  destroy  them.  Some  must  tro  to  make  room  for  the 
hou.se;  others  because  they  are  toi>  close  to  the  house  and  woidd  shade  it  exces- 
sively; but  it  is  nearly  always  possible  to  leave  one  or  two  trees — pci  aps  a 
group  of  three  or  a  single  fine  specimen.  It  should  be  considered  an  act  of 
vandalism  to  chop  down  everything  in  sigiit  and  not  to  pi-eserve  some  specimens. 
The  same  applies  to  native  shrubs.  Leave  vine  maple,  gorse  and  dogwood 
growing  where  nature  planted  them  and  you  will  have  a  beauty  spot  in  your 
garden  or  yard  that  no  cultivated  tlower-bed  can  equal.  This  applii's  to  people 
building  in  the  stiburbs  or  the  country,  where  the  land  is  not  already  (deared. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  plants  indigenous  to  the  country  are  not  more 
appreciated.  Foxglove  and  goldeiirod  are  not  weeds,  but  handsome  flowers. 
Let  them  grow  in  your  fence  corners  and  you  wiil  enjoy  the  masses  of  beautiful 
color  they  show. 

A  young  man  with  a  growing  and  possibly  an  increasing  family  should 
build  with  an  eye  to  the  future.  If  he  cannot  afTord  a  house  of  the  size  he 
will  oventuall.v  need,  as  is  probable,  let  him  choose  a  plan  that  will  lend  i*self 
to  adilitions  being  made  to  it  in  time  to  come.  The  beauty  of  owning  a  home 
is  that  one  is  ncvt>r  (|uite  satisfied  with  it.  There  is  always  some  alteration 
wc  look  forward  to  niakinp'.  .so;-,],'  prt  Sihriiir  wr-  are  hoping  to  carry  out  one 
day.

Domes  of  silence — the  round,  smooth  I'aps,  with  a  taik  or  [tin  underneath 
to  <lrive  them  hy— should  hi-  attin'lied  to  the  le^s  of  eveiy  piece  of  furniture 
and  should  also  he  put  on  the  corners  of  ottomans,  hins,  etc.  They  are  an 
iiiiproveme;i»  on  the  old-fashioned  castors,  are  very  easily  put  on  and  make 
the  inovint;  of  every  moveable  (thject  much  easier,  especially  over  sm(K)th  floors. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  all  the  hints  contained  in  this  little  book  and 
all  the  jrood  things  advocated  cannot  he  taken  advantage  of  in  the  same  house 
and  by  the  seme  builder.  \Vh  Te  ei'onomy  of  space  is  of  the  first  importance 
it  may  be  -  "iry  to  sjierilici-  the  entrance  hall  to  the  dinintrroom  pantrj-, 
or  vice  versji ,  nd  in  order  to  be  able  to  instal  laundry  tubs  in  the  basement 
wo   may   have   lo  content  ourselves  with  a  cheaper  bathroom   equipment   than 

tl lie  we  would  have  preferred.     Life  is  full  of  compromises,  and  so  is  the 

buililiiiL'  of  a  home.  Consider  tlie  umlertakinc  from  all  sides.  .Make  up  your 
mind  what  are  the  thing's  which  are  essential  from  your  point  of  view.  Arranpe 
for  them  first  and  sacrifice  some  of  the  thiuRs  which  you  do  not  consider 
at)  important. 

Women  spend  a  larpe  part  of  their  time  in  the  house.  It  is  their  place 
of  business,  as  well  as  their  home,  and  therefore  it  is  only  ri|?ht  that  their 
taste  and  convenience  should  have  the  lar^'est  share  of  consideration  in  buildinir 
it.  So  don't  let  all  the  compromises  effected  he  alont'  the  same  lines  as  in 
the  story  of  the  man  who  boasted  to  his  friend  that  he  and  his  wife  had 
never  had  a  serious  difTerenee  of  opinion  in  twenty  years  of  married  life, 
except  on  one  occasion. 

"What  was  that?"  asked  his  friend. 

"She  wanted  the  new  paHor  set  to  be  blue  and   I  stood  for  preen." 

"And  how  did  you  settle  the  dispute?" 

"Oh,  we  compromised  on  the  preen  1"  replied  the  man  cheerfully. 

Compromises  are  necessary,  but  they  should  not  all  be  "on  the"  green  I" 

Ten  years  apo,  when  the  writer  first  came  to  Vancouver,  there  was  little 
to  be  seen  of  style  or  taste  in  architecture,  more  particularly  in  the  buildings 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town.  These  were  constructed  mostly  on  the  barn 
plan,  with  a  porch  stuck  on  to  the  front  or  wherever  it  was  thoupht  it  •  -ould 
be  handy,  and  perhaps  a  pepper-pot  elevation  on  the  top  of  the  ri'of,  suit 
the  builder's  fantastic  idea  of  decoration.  The  color  scheme  was  as  .veird

corainp  up  from  California  could  not  but  be  struck  by  the  diflfcrenee,  for  in 
that  home  of  the  bunpulow  the  tiniest  cot,  costinp  only  a  few  hundred  dollars, 
will  be  as  tastefully  built  and  as  carefully  planned  as  the  domicile  on  which

This  is  as  it  should  hr,  and  we  art-  ;;hi<l  to 
note  a  f^'reat  iinproveiMcnt  in  this  direction  ol'  late  years  in  \'aneouver  and 
her  suburbs. 

The  poor  mun's  house  is  tiis  honu!  just  as  uiueii  as  the  rieh  man's,  and 
as  mueli  tliouf^ht  and  trouble  should  l)e  taken  to  make  it  liotli  eoint'ortal)le 
and  pretty.  A  style  suitable  to  the  position  and  siirroundin^rs  ot'  the  housi- 
should  be  chosen.  The  exterior  of  the  city  house  should  be  ditlerciit  to  the 
suliiii'li.'Mi  lioiiie.  l!ut  liolli  slioulil  have  v'oikI  pi  i>|ioi'I  ions,  simple  lines  aii<l 
above  all  an  aifrecablo  color  scheme.  Let  all  tht;  tones  be  soft  and  avoid  stron^j 
contrasts  in  the  trim.  See  that  the  roof  harmonizes  with  the  rest.  Almost 
any  colors  can  be  used  to^'ethcr,  providing  always  that  the  riirht  shades  are 
combined.  Hrij^ht,  cnuie  tints  only  become  i)leasinir  to  the  eye  w  hiii  the  wind 
and  Weather  have  so  worn  them  that  it  is  tiTiie  to  renew  the  paint. 

It  is  ^ivcn  to  few.  however,  to  be  able  to  tell  bcforehhud  what  will  be 
the  ctrect  of  any  cond)ination  of  colore  and  sliadin}.'.  .My  advice  to  the  ordinary 
builder  would  be  to  keep  his  eyes  open  for  a  e.ijor  scheme  that  pleases  him  - 
look  at  all  the  houses  he  .scis  with  thiit  idea  in  mind— and  havini;  found  some- 
thiti^'  he  likes,  copy  it  in  liis  own  house. 

That  the  Itest  thinvrs  of  life  are  the  cheapest  is  a  comfortinj^  thou;.'ht, 
Fresh  air  and  sunli','ht  cost  nothinir,  so  let  us  have  both  in  abundanci'  in  our 
homes.  I'leasinf.'  colors,  afrrecable  pi'oportions  and  sjitisfying  lines  I'an  be 
used  in  liuildiuir  the  house  w  itlmnt  speiidinj:  one  cent  additional  on  their  account. 
And  above  all  j;rass  is  chcajt  and  flowers  are  cheap,  and  they  will  form  a 
beautiful  seltinir  fo?'  any  hone  and  will  make  up  f(U'  what  it  may  lack  in 
architectural  embellish mi'nt. 

There  are  one  or  two  praciieal  matter's  to  which  a  woi'd  or-  two  will  be 
devoted  befoi-e  we  ](i'oceed  to  the  moi'e  di'tailed  consideration  of  the  ditTerent 
parts  of  the  home.      The   lilst    is  the  subject   of   repair's. 

I  Veil  rcmerid)er  an  elderly  man  who  worked  for  a  nuirrber  of  years  abouL 
our  stalile  anti  yard  when  I  w;is  a  child,  lie  was  an  old  sailor,  and.  liki'  so 
many  of  that  calliiiLr,  a  i-ei:ul.ii-  .lack-of-all-tradc.s.  He  was  I'lui'i'  or-  less  of 
an  ailist  with  the  paint  lu-usli.  could  iiien<l  the  kitchen  pots  and  pans,  build 
a  cbickiR  coop  or  shoe  a  lioise,  a.s  rci|iiir'ed.  There  was  rii  liinit  to  liis 
aeeoiiipiislimeiMs.  and   tliei-e  u;is  oei-asioir  to  use  tiieiii   all   aliout    llie   plaee. 

"Thei'e  seems  no  end  to  the  mid  .jolis.  -leiV."  I  hearil  my  rmiiluT  say  to 
him  once. 

"  Ves.  ma'am."  he  I'lplieil.  "it's  always  that  \\a>.  When  the  pl;iee  is  ih'W 
there's  always  thinL's  to  linish  otV,  a  bit  of  paintintr  as  was  fni'irdt.eii  or  a 
e\try  shelf  to  put  up.  And  b_\-  the  timi'  all  Ihem  thiii'/s  is  d<uie  ami  tlie  pho'e 
is  finished   pr-oper,  it's  time  to  beirin   tile  mendinir  and   the   r'ipairiir;.'. " 

Tliere  is  always  somethinu'  to  do  aiiout  a  place  if  it  is  td  have  a  well 
ke[)t-up  and  pi-osperoiis  ;iir.  LeI't  to  itself  it  soon  runs  dnwii.  Kvei-yone  who 
has  owned  a  home  knows  this  only  too  well.  It  isn't  only  that  the  srr'ass  must 
be  cut.  tlie  boi'ders  eli|)ped  and  the  b<'ds  weeded,  tliei'e  ar'e  a  liurrdr'ed  other' 
more  importairt  tliinirs  that  luust  impei'ativeiy  be  attended  to  oi'.  tn  put  the 
matter  im  a  business  basis.  ,\ii\ir'  pi'iiper't>    will  <li'pi-i ci.-ite   in   \alire. 

Fn  tliis  climate  Imuses  must  be  r'e-painted  ofleiirr  than  would  be  iiei.ssary 
in  drier-  par-ts,  b.ith  fnr  the  s.Mke  of  appear-aiieis  and  to  pi'esei-\e  the  wood. 
This  shoid<l  not  bi>  rieirleeted,  and  since  it  is  oi"  slioirM  lie,  aii  inevitable 
'.\penso,    money    should    be    set    aside    for'    it    beroi'eliaud. 

The  jrulteriufr  should  be  cleaned  out  and  any  leaks  stopped  every  fall, 
hel'or'e  the  I'a.'ii.v  treason  beiriiis.  and  at  the  same  time  tlie  roof  should  be  s.'cu  to. 
On  nil  account  neirlect  a  h-ak  in  thi'  roof,  It  is  liable  to  ri'sult  in  flooded 
door's  and  damaircd  eeiliirefs. 

Don't  put  otV  r'eplaeiriL:  the  <'i'ai-kcil  or  broken  window  jiane.  It  is  unsiirlitly 
to  say  the  least  of  it  and  L'ives  the  home  a  t'oi'lorn  and  nefrlected  look. 
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Defective  pliiiiibin  sliould  uof  lie  ov.Tlooked  for  n  (lay,  jis  the  fiiriiilv 
lieiiltli  will  iiievitiihly  suffer  if  pdisonous  fjases  are  allowed  to  escape  tlirouKh 
the  luiiise.  aiid  tlioiij,'li  plumbers'  bills  are  no  li-;lit  matter  they  are  not  s.. 
liiid  as  doctors'  bills. 

It  seems  as  if  we  became  accustomed  to  defects  in  our  own  homes  as 
we  do  to  moles  on  our  own  faces.  They  cease  to  annoy  us  but  tliev  are  the 
first  ihiuin  that  attract  the  attention  of  the  observer.  This  is  the  "oidy  way 
to  account  for  the  fact  fiiat  some  (icople  will  leave  theii'  front  srate  saiftrinsr 
for  months,  when  half  an  hour's  work  would  set  it  ri^'lit.  or  ne<rlect  indelinUelv 
to  mend  a  broken  place  in  tiic  cement  walk,  which  is  a  pitfall  to  unaccustoiricil 
feet.  Tile  family,  of  course,  know  just  wiicr.'  it  is,  and  have  formed  the  habit 
of  avoidinj;  it. 

Inside  tiie  home  the  need  for  constant  ovcrsifiht  and  kccpiiiir  thiiiL's  up 
to  the  innrk  is  just  as  ur<,'eMt.  lu  the  city,  especially,  walls  and  rcilinsrs  .soon 
look  dirty  and  ilin^'y,  and  it  is  nece.s.sjiry  to  jiut  on  "fresh  kalsoinine  and  new 
paperinfr  at  freipient  intervals  to  keep  tUr  liouse  in  a  state  of  jrond  repair. 
Jt  pays,  too,  to  keoi)  the  floors  well  polished  and  the  woodwork  and"  lirass  dean 
and  l)riKlit.  both  because  these  thinifs  add  so  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  home 
and  because  there  is  no  surer  way  of  oustinj.'  tiie  ever-present  microbe  ,,(  disea.sc. 

Hero  airain,  the  srmdl  repairs  should  not  be  ncsrlected :  the  hroken  hasp! 
the  missintr  doorkn<'li.  the  leakintr  tap,  tin'  catchinsr  door.  It  is  like  spoiling.' 
the  ship  for  a  ha"  |)ot  of  tar.  to  build  a  house  ami  iiomc.  and  then  nc^dcct  afl 
the  litth-  thiliL's  that  are  needed  to  iruikc  it   pictc. 

A  successful  siiopkeeper  tol.i  me  niiee.  ,is  jir  eari-fidly  fold.'d  aud  laid  awav 
soir.e  ir(„„ls,  tliat  half  of  his  succiss  in  business  lay  in  looking  after  the  stock. 
The  house  and  its  furnisiiin>;s  are  tlie  stock-in-tra('le  of  the  home-maker  and  it 
will  pay  him  well  t"  look  after  them  and  to  keep  them  in  irood  repair. 

Tile  custom   of  dispeiisinir  with    fences  and   tlirowiiiir  the  urounds  open   to 

the  stivct   has  never  been  a.loptcd  in  iliis  .-ountry  to  tlie  .sail \t   ut  as  across 

tiie  line,  and  in  Hritisli  Coliimliia  it  meets  with  even  less  favor  than  els.'wherc 
This  is.  in  my  opinion,  as  it  sliould  be.  While  tiiere  is  somethini:  attra.'tiv 
and  even  park-like  in  smooth  irrcen  lawns  m<'rj.'ini:  into  each  other  without  a 
break,  and  in  the  full  view  of  llowers  and  slirulis  wliid;  the  unfeincd  u'rounds 
afford,  the  appearance  of  the  street  as  a  whole  is  not  improved.  There  is  a  lack 
of  syiiuiietry  and  comiiletcness  in  tlie  eff.-ct  and  the  eye  is  not  .satislii'd. 

A  f.'nce  to  ^'anb'n  or  lawn  is  like  a  frame  t.i  a  pi.-turc.  It  sets  it  off  and 
in  Iniiitin^'  it  irives  it  a  linished  air.  So  by  all  iiicaiis  let  us  have  a  fence  or 
border  of  some  kind  to  our  home  lot.  and  let  us  ciijnv  what  little  slielter  and 
privacy  we  can  secure  in  Mie  midst  of  a  piililicity-loviiu.'  atre. 

For  a  small  city  lot  hiv'h  board  or  stoii.^  fences  should  be  avoided  Tlie\ 
•shade  tlie  ground  too  much  and  the  result  will  be  .hiinp,  dark  corners  where  no 

Howers  will  ^rrow  and  only  mildew  will  thrive.     In  a  countrv  ph „•  where  the 

irroumls  .ire  ample,  a  board  or  fairly  hi'.'h  stone  fence  'Miks'well.  and  with  tiv.s 
overlian;.MnK  the  toj)  ^ives  a  substantial  ami  ditrniiied  appearance  to  the  "roiimls 
an  aj.'recab|e  view  of  which  will  be  alVorded  to  the  pas.ser-bv  throu'di  tlie  wid.' 
earna<.'e  iratcs.  preferably  of  ir.mwork.  Hut  for  the  citv  house  or  the  smaller 
suburban  home,  the  mexp,  nsive  lawn  fencintr  will  be  found  verv  satislactorv  • 
or.  wh,.r.'  somethinir  more  impo.sinp  is  desired,  a  low  stone  fen.'c  with  an  iron' 
trrille  above  it  cannot  be  surpassed. 

The  hed^c  is  alwa.vs  pivtty  and  sat isfactorv.  once  it  is  ^rrown  In  this 
country  both  bn.x  and  holly  thrive  ama/in-lv  and  cither  on,'  will  make  a  verv 
hamlsome  hedge  w  hen  thickly  trrown  and  kept  well  dipped.  It  is  wm-tli  while 
ta„--ni;  th'-  trr-n!'!'-  to  plant  and  earo  for  .sud,  a  Jicdirc 

For  the  backyard  fence  or  screen  there  are  many  varieties  of  wooden  fciicin.r 
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fiiid  lattice — some  of  the  latter  very  pretty,  and  if  not  so  close  and  high  as  to 
exclude  the  sunlight  they  are  the  best  for  the  purpose. 

lieautify  the  backyard  as  well  as  the  grounds  in  front.  There  is  no  room 
here  to  say  how  this  can  be  done.  There  are  a  hundred  of  ways.  Even  the 
vegetable  garden,  if  there  shoidd  be  one.  can  be  set  out  so  as  :o  "look  aliiioat  as 
well  as  a  flower  garden — and  wherever  the  ground  is  not  needed  for  anything 
else,  put  in  gra.ss  and  have  a  pleasant  spot  oi  green  to  rest  the  eyes. 

Of  course  this  all  means  work,  but  the  work  is  for  th«!  home,  and  the  love 
of  home  is  so  deeply  rooted  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  raee  and  all  its  branches  that 
we  never  gnidge  the  trouble  or  labor  we  give  to  build  it  or  adorn  it. 

One  last  suggestion  to  the  would-be  builder  before  we  proceed  to  the  house 
itself.  In  addition  to  the  usual  contract  have  sjn'cifications  made  out  with  e.xact 
descriptions  of  nuiterials  required  and  any  matters  about  wliich  there  might 
be  dispute  later  on.  It  can  do  no  harm  to  have  the  specifications,  and  may  save 
the  owner  both  moii  .  and  annoyance  in  case  the  coiitrai-tor  insists  on  charging 
extra  for  every  tritliiig  alteration,  or.  if  he  is  unsiTupidous,  puts  in  an  inferior 
•luality  of  material  to  what  was  called  for. 


THE    GROUND 

The  giouml  ought  to  be  cieat>  d.  graded  and  ploughed  before  commencing 
o])cratioiis.  Clearing  cannot  be  ddiic  after  the  building  is  up  without  danger 
to  it   from  blasting  and   fire. 

Time  and  labor  are  saved  if  the  lot  is  graded.  Materials  can  be  brought 
right  to  the  job  in.stead  of  being  left  on  the  road,  as  often  happens  when  the 
ground  is  not  cleared  or  when  it  is  full  of  holes  left  by  the  bla.sting  out  of  the 
stumps.  It  is  belter  to  have  the  ground  ploughed  over  before  the  building  is 
started  for  the  reason  that  the  ground  near  the  house  would  huve  to  be  turned 
over  by  hand  if  the  ploughing  were  left  till  afterwards,  as  a  plough  could  not 
get   in   close  to  the  house. 


FOUNDATION 

There  are  many  tliffereiit  kinds  of  foundation,  varying  in  price  according 
to  the  material  used  and  the  amount  of  labor. 

The  cheapest  of  these  is  cedar  posts.  For  small  houses  where  there  is 
no  excavation  recpiircc'.  foundations  of  cetlar  are  satisfactory  in  every  way 
and  will  last  from  ten  to  twenty  years.  They  shound  be  sunk  to  har(li)an  to 
insnie  a  perfectly  solid  foundatinn  Alder  or  fir  should  never  be  used  as 
tliey  rot  nnich  more  ((uickly. 

Next  in  order  of  cheapness  comes  the  concrete  post  foundation.  The 
only  advaiitage  this  kind  has  over  cedar  posts  is  that  concrete  posts  will  be 
standing  long  after  th(>  house  has  fallen  down.  The  above  foundations  are 
used  only  when  there  is  no  excavation. 

For  an  excavated  basement  the  cheapest  and  most  used  foundation  is  a 
concrete   wall  coming  to  the  sui-face   of  the   ground. 

The  exea\ation  should  idways  go  down  to  harilpan.  but  unless  absolutely 
necessai-y  it  shouhl  not  go  lower,  as  it  is  harder  to  drain  when  this  is  done 
and  llie  work  of  cutting  down  into  hardpan  is  expensive  owing  to  the  extreme 
hardness  of  the  same.  Some  hnrdp;in  is  almost  as  hard  as  concrete  and  will 
tiiin  the  point  of  the  pick  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  tile  drains  around  the  house  should  be  fiv.'  or  six  inches  below 
the  level  of  the  excavation.  If  the  excavation  goes  down  to  the  siirfac(>  of 
the  hardpan  the  tiles  must  be  set  six  inches  into  the  hardpan.  If  the  excavation 
is  below  the  surface  of  the  haidpan  the  drains  must  he  six  inches  below  the 
leM'l   of  file  floor  of  the  excavation.     If  this  rule  is  followed   the   basement 
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will  flhviivs  1h'  (Iiv.  If  the  driiins  arc  oiilv  on  tlic  siiinc  level  iis  fli<'  cxcaviition 
Ilu'.v  are  practically  iiscli'ss  as  the  watei-  runs  past  into  the  basement  and 
the  floor  will   he  damp. 

It  pays  to  put  in  (.jood  concrete.  If  there  is  too  much  sand  and  gravel 
for  the  i)ro|)oi'tion  of  cement  the  walls  will  crund)lc  and  break  and  (jradiially 
weaken. 

There  should  never  be  less  cement  than  one  in  five — that  is,  one  part 
cement  and  five  parts  sand  and  K'"»vel.  The  hardness  or  softness  of  concrete 
varies  according  to  the  different  proportions  of  sand  and  gravel.  A  large 
proportion  of  gravel  makes  a  harder  and  stronger  wall,  but  it  will  not  keep 
out  the  damp  nearly  so  well,  as  it  is  more  porous.  Sand  is  used  to  make 
concrete  closer;  it  fills  up  the  si)aces  between  the  gravel  and  makes  it  much 
more  water-tight.  If  the  gravel  is  very  fine  a  much  smaller  proportion  of 
sand  is  needed.  The  usual  formula  for  concrete  foundation  is  as  follows: 
Two  parts  sand,  thi'ce  parts  gravel,  one  part  cement. 

The  foundation  should  be  allowed  to  set  properly  before  putting  the  frame 
of  the  house  up.  If  concrete  is  di.sturlied  too  soon  it  will  crack.  Also  be  careful 
to  cover  fresh  concrete  to  protect  it  from  the  sun,  which  will  dry  it  too  ((uiekly 
an<l  crack  it,  aud  from  the  rain,  wliieli  wasln'S  it  away  before  it  is  pmperly 
hardened.  In  about  a  few  hours'  time  it  will  be  (piite  set,  and  in  about  a  week 
the  work  of  putting  up  the  frame  can  be  eoriimeneed. 

The  floor  of  the  basement  can  be  made  of  either  cedar  planks  or  cement. 

A  plank  floor  is  far  cheaper  than  concrete'  and  pleasanter  to  walk  on,  but, 
of  course,  does  not  last  nearly  so  long.  If  the  laundry  work  is  to  tie  done  in 
the  basement  a  board  floor  will  be  fouiul  much  less  tiring.  To  sti'nd  for  long 
on  a  cement  flour  is  very  hard  on  tiie  feet. 

If  a  <'onerete  floor  is  put  in  there  should  be  about  si.\  ini-hcs  of  crushed 
rock  abov(>  the  floor  of  the  excavation  and  on  tojt  of  this  the  concrete  floor 
which  should  be  about  three  inches  thick.  The  rock  is  to  act  as  a  drain  for 
any  water  that  gets  past  the  tile  drain,  and  by  this  means  the  floor  will  be 
absolutely  dry  at  all  times  of  the  year.  A  concrete  floor  can  be  washed,  and 
this  is  a  great  convenience,  as  a  furnace  makes  a  great  deal  of  dirt. 

Other  more  expensive  foundations  are: 

(_'ut  stone.  eol)ble  stone  and  brick. 

Cut  stone  makes  a  very  handsome  and  also  very  eX])ensive  foundation. 
Although  stone  in  tliis  eoui:try  is  very  plentiful  and  of  a  very  good  quality,  the 
labor  of  cutting  and  setting  it  is  so  costly  that  it  makes  the  price  of  s\ich  a 
foundation  very  high. 

Cobble  stone  walls  foi'  a  foumlation  are  very  po|)ular  in  better  class  hou.scs; 
this  style  is  less  (>xi)ensive  than  either  lirick  or  e\it  stone,  and  it  makes  a  neat 
and  ornamental  finish. 

A  brick  foundation  has  no  superior  in  '■  ialit.\'  or  appearance,  but  this  too 
is  expensive  and  beyond  the  reach  of  most  house-builders.  There  is  nothing 
cli'anii-  and  brighter  than  a  brick  basoiiutit  and  a  brii'k  floor:  uidiko  a  cement 
floor,  it  is  easy  on  the  t'c>rt.  If  the  foundations,  verandah  pillars  and  garden  paths 
can  all  be  made  of  brick  the  effect  is  very  fine.  A  v<'randah  made  of  bricks  is 
very  nice  in  the  suiniucr  time,  the  floor  is  ea.sy  to  wash  and  makes  a  cool  place 
to  sit  in  hot  weather. 

THE    PLAN 

If  the  house-builder  is  going  to  make  his  own  jila  without  employing 
an  architect  there  are  man.v  points  that  will  rcfpiire  liis  special  attention.  So 
many  filings  (hat  coniriboi,.  [u  the  coml'ort  of  the  home  cannot  lie  added  .  ler 
the  house  is  completed  aiid  nnist,  therefore,  be  eoTisidered  beforehand. 

One  great  mistake  made  by  amateurs  at  the  beginning  is  to  decide  upon 
the    number   of   rooms   and    their   position   (|uite    independently    of   the   outside 
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uppearimce.  This  is  startinK  at  the  wnrntt  inii  instead  of  at  tin  Ip.Kiiininjr, 
and  many  of  the  ujfly  and  pt'culiar  looking'  hoiiscR  w«;  see  are  tlie  result  of 
such  planniDK. 

The  si/e  of  house  and  money  to  l)e  spent  iiiust,  of  eourse,  timt  l)e  deeided 
on.  and  then  the  styh'  of  house  ehosen.  The  nunierous  bunu;  .w  ho<iks  pub- 
lished liy  various  Imildinj;  <'onstruetion  eoinpanies  are  a  ^rrl•at  help  tn  the  amateur 

arehiteet,  as  tliey  show  the  effect  of  the  ditTerellf  stvl.'S  of  .-oof,  windows,  etc. 
Hut  one  point  siiould  he  home  in  mind.  Thesi'  lionks  ari'  nearly  all  puhlished 
in  Californiii  and.  the  houses  heinjr  planned  for  a  warm,  dry  climate,  iriany 
allcratiiiMs  will  liave  to  he  made  hefore  they  will  lie  si;ltiililc  for  this  nuintry.

Or  it  may  he  that  the  wind  blows 
in,  interfering.'  with  the  drau^'ht  of  the  fireplace  and  causing  the  liie  to  smoke. 

Still  tliere  are  houses  so  small  that  spi.  ■(•  ;innot  be  irixen  for  an  enfrance 
hall.  In  such  ca.ses  there  should  at  least  be  a  \<:irk  h;di  or  cupbi.ard  provided, 
where  hats  and  I'oats  can  be  him^'  and  rubbers  and  such  thing's  put  out  of  sitrht. 
An  arrantrcmeiit  of  this  kind  is  a  necessity,  as  umbi-i'llas  ami  rainconts  cjinnot 
eonveidently  be  kept  Ujtstaiis  and  ar^'  ei|Uiilly  out  of  place  in  tlo'  livinu'-room. 

Another  feature  of  the  usual  Imnsjalow  plan  which  is  unsiiifabjc  \',iv  this 
country  is  the  open  stairway  iunnin>;  up  \':-.>w  the  liviiiir-room.  This  method 
;rives  a  vcr,\  |)retty  efVeef,  especially  if  the  stairway  is  panelled  tu  match  the 
woodwork  <<(  the  liviii'i-room  and  is  wide  and  roomy  as  well — but  the  ineon- 
\enienee  of  havin<.'  always  to  traverse  the  livinj,'-room  in  order  to  y:o  upstairs 
more  than  eountcrbalanccs  any  jrain  in  artistic  cfl'eet.  If  backstairs  into  the 
kitchen  can  be  managed  the  inco'ivcnieiice  if  the  livinir-room  stairwiiy  is  not 
so  much  felt,  but  stairs  '.'oin^r  up  from  a  sepiiiate  I;, ill  will  idv  ays  L'ive  more 
e<iinfort  in  the  end. 

Stairs 

The  stairway  is  (uie  of  the  most  important  features  in  planninu'  a  house 
and  too  often  it  receives  but  scant  attention.  Stairs  that  have  been  put  in  as 
an  aftei-thoujjht  at  the  last  nniuite  are  anythiiifr  hut  satisfactory.  Both  position 
and  width  should  be  -arefully  arranpred  for. 

A  stairway  sliouhl  be  at  least  *'our  fi"'t  wide,  to  allow  of  furnituri>  bein;^ 
carried  up  and  down  easil,v  and  witii.  it  daiMa!.'e  to  the  plaster. 

The  stairs  should  have  an  eas.\  tread,  six-inch  rise  is  (piite  steep  ciiou^jh. 
Instead  of  the  \isual  seven  or  seven-and-a-half  inch  rise  p\it  in  a  six-inch,  and 
the  users  of  the  staircase,  who  are  most  fre(iuentl.v  the  women  of  the  house,  will 
bless  you.  The  steps  also  should  be  wiile.  sa.v  ele\cn  or  eleven  and  a  half  inches. 
Most  stairs  h.nxo  n  niiie  inch.  tre:id  am!  are  liot  nearly  so  co!!!!'orta!!!c  to  iisi'  .-is 
tliev  would  he  with  a  more  jretu'rous  allowance  for  width.

In  pulfintr  up  walls  it   is  (piicker  and  easier  to  ( iplcle  the   wall   while 

il  is  on  the  floor,  framing  in  nil  door  and  window  openings  and  sipuirin<;  if 
up  hcfore  it  is  ri.iscd.  Some  cirpeiitcrs  jircfer  to  put  the  wall  up  before 
cuttiiitr  out   the  openiiifrs.  hut    tlie  other  wa.v  takes  b^ss  time. 

The  shiphip  on  the  outside  of  the  house  shonM  lie  pul  on  diairoiiallv : 
this  braces  the  house  and  adds  consideriible  to  its  strength.

On  a  ipiartcr  pilch  roof  the  shiiifrb's  should  Im-  laid  four  inches  to  the 
wcathc'-;  this  jjivcs  four  thicknesses  of  sliingle  and  should  be  fairly  \vater- 
iiirht.    For  a  third  or  half  piich   roof  il   will  be  sufficient   to  lay  the  shiniflcs

Wooden  triitteriiiL'  is  i,'etieijill.\'  more  satisfactory  than  tin,  aliliounh  there 
is  more  frietioii  with  it  and  the  water  does  not  run  nut  so  fast.  The  iralviini/.t'd 
iron  (fiitterK  are  all  rii.'ht  until  a  fall  of  snow  eomes,  whieh  slides  into  the  ({iitter, 
heiids  it  hv  its  we'irht  and  sometimes  even  lireaks  it   litflit  down. 

Wall  Finish 

Tli"  various  kinds  of  wall  tinish  run  aliout  the  same  in  r'  /ard  to  expense 
and  are  equally  duralile.  The  ehoiee  will  he  governed  hy  preferenee  or  ta.ste. 
also  liy  fashion,  whieh  in  matters  of  liouse-hiiildin).r  us  in  all  else,  is  a  powerful 
persuader. 

F"(ir  small  houses  shinKlinj:  looks  best.  The  smallest  ami  plainest  house, 
if  it  is  shi!.t,'leil  <ill  over,  will  look  eosy  ur-\  homelike,  whereas  if  rustic  or  sidin^j 
were  used  the  efteet  would  uot  he  halt  so  pood.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  faet 
that  shint.'le  stains  are  to  he  had  in  so  iiiiieh  softer  and  prettier  shades  than 
paint,  and  partly  to  the  rout,'h  finish  of  the  shingles,  whieh  fives  a  less  formal 
and  stitT  efTeet  than  rustle. 

California  sidinj;,  whieh  has  a  roufh  tinisli  and  ean  hi,'  had  in  four-ineh 
and  six-inoh  widths,  is  much  used.  It  ean  he  stained  or  painted  and  makes  an 
afreeahle  and  satisfactory  finish.  It  looks  eipially  well  used  all  over  the  house 
or  eomhined  with  sliinfle  or  roimhca.st  for  the  fahles.  Ordinary  rustic  in  wide 
or  narrow  size,  has  a  neat  appearance  and  is  in  every  way  as  pood  as  the  sidinp. 

Kiuishinp  with  hoard  and  hattcns  is  perhaps  a  iittle  elieajier  than  the  other 
methods,  Imt  :t  is  not  considered  so  water  tifht.  The  wide  hoards  are  apt  to 
eraek  and  let  in  the  damp  and  cold. 

\'ariety  of  ert'ect  ean  he  obtained  hy  nailintr  a  short  piece  of  hatten  just 
helow  the  water-tahle  or  helt  course,  in  tlm  centre  of  each  panel,  thus: 

Hoard  and  Itattens  should  have  tar  paper  under  it,  to  make  it  thorouu'hlv 
water-tifht. 

Difrcriiii  tllccl.s  in  K]iiiii;lin|_'  can  lie  ohtained  by  iisfiiir  a  wide  ami  narrow 
space  alternately  or  by  a  broken  or  irretrular  liiie  of  shin!  -  This  looks 
particularly  well  in  <rables  or  where  the  shinplcs  are  eoml  I  with  other 
material   and   breaks  the   monotony  agreeably.

It  pays  to  liuiid  a  warm 
lioiise.  The  expense  of  I'uel  is  tpiitf  a  lar^rr  item  in  the  hoiisi'hohl  expiiiditiire 
and  it  is  i^'ood  husiness  to  spemt  a  litth'  more  money  when  liuiidinLr  the  house, 
in  orch'i'  to  exeltidi'  tiie  eohl,    tor  if    uiii   very  ((uii-kly   he   regained. 

A  lieit  eoiirse  or  w att'r-tahle  helps  to  lireak  up  a  iiitr  wall  itVei-tivriy  and 
improves  its  a]>pearMnce. 

Tile  trim  for  ihiors  and  winihiws  hioks  far  better  if  it  is  fairly  narrow.  On 
some  houses  one  se<'s  it  as  wi(h'  as  seven  oi'  tiglit  indirs.  This  is  partieuiarlv 
elumsy  in  a  small  house,  and  if  the  trim  is  painted  white,  eream  or  in  strong 
contrast  to  the  eolor  of  the  iionse.  it  is  esp<>i'ially  notieialile  and  object lunahle. 
The  eti'oet  is  heavy  and  staring  and  will  <piite  spoil  the  apjiearanix'  of  thi'  house. 

A  multiplicity  of  brackets  and  little  liiii;ils  slmiild  by  all  means  be  avoided. 
So  man.v  hor.ses  have  too  much  useless  wooilwork  around  windows  and  eaves. 
One  Sees  foolish  littK'  brackets,  absolutely  for  show  and  nothing  else,  under 
everj-  otVset  and  around  posts,  fussy  little  spindles  for  the  \erandah  and  elai)orate 
rafters  under  the  eaves  sometimes  ending  in  murderoiisdooking  spikes,  useless 
linials  stuck  at  the  (>nds  of  the  ridgepole  and  little  crossed  pieces  aloiiir  it. 
These  things  are  bad  enough  when  the  house  is  painteil  all  in  one  color,  but 
when  the  trim  is  cream  or  white  the  eiT'eet  is  bewilderinir  and,  to  say  the  least 
of  it,  inartistii'. 

There  was  a  time  when  all  these  decorative  additions  served  a  useful  purpose 
and  were  entitled  to  resp.'ct  and  even  admiration,  when  tliey  were  exeeuttxl  with 
taste.  When  brackets  wen'  used  only  where  they  were  needed  and  ridtre 
[lole  linials  were  set  up  to  keep  the  birds  from  settling  on  the  roof  to  the 
detriment  of  the  water  that  ran  from  it  in  the  gutters  and  formed  the  domestie 
supply.     Hut  that  was  long  ago.

If  the  house  has  a  verandah  with  hi^;  pillars,  lot  the  front  door  he  extra 
lart;e  to  corn'spond  with  them.  nuissive  posts  will  nuike  an  onlinarv-sized 
door  look  small  and  insifrnitieant. 

PAINTING 

(n.od  iiuiterial  is  as  important  here  as  elsewhere.  The  .litference  hetween 
•rood  and  had  paint  lies  in  the  proportion  of  white  lead  used  in  the  mi.xture- 
|.oor  paint  has  hardly  any.  I'ure  white  lead  and  raw  linseed  oil  makes  the 
hest  i)nmin','  coat  that  can  he  had;  boiled  oil  is  not  jrood  to  use  in  outside 
|>aint  as  it  dries  too  quickly.  I{aw  oil  dn.^s  evenly  all  through,  thoui'h  it 
takes   lonjfer.  ^ 

There  should  he  three  coats  of  paint,  one  priminfj  coat  and  two  thin  coats

If  K'ood.  jiiire  i)aint  is  used,  ami  it  is  put  on  ri>rlit.  tic  house  shmild  not 
require  re-|)aintin<r  oftener  than  every  two  or  tiin>e  years. 

TlK'i-e  are  a  number  of  rea.sons  for  the  peelini;.'  otV  of  (laint.  Some  of  thetii 
are  as  lollows:  I'oor  paint,  ix.or  priming',  putlinir  on  fresh  paint  before  the 
underneath  .'oat  is  dry.  and.  last  but  not  least.  i)uttin«'  on  the  p.iin^  too  thick 

\\hen  a  house  is  to  be  repaiiit.'d  all  blisters  should  b,.  burned  or  scraped' 
off,  to  jrive  a  smooth  surface  for  the  new  paint.

VERANDAHS   AND   PORCHES 

To  juit  a  bi-r,  widi'  verandah  on  the  front  of  the  house  or  around  two 
or  three  si.les  is  a  mistake  in  this  climate,  althou-li  it  often  is  an  i.iiprovcment 
as  tar  as  appearances  jro.  A  wide  veramlali  darkens  the  rooms  in  winter 
and  exclu.les  what  little  sun  there  is  at  the  time  of  vear  when  it  is  most 
ai)j)reciated.  The  front  vciaiidaii  is.  theivfoic.  of  no  u.se  at  all  at  that  s,.a.son 
but  instead,  a  detriment;  while  in  summer,  unless  the  house  is  far  from  the 
street,  or  IS  well  scMVeiieil.  it  is  not  as  much   used  as  it   iiiiu'ht  be.

The  shelf  rrt  the  lieird  in  the  thr-oat.  shown 
irr  the  diafrrarri.  is  made  to  ci-cate  a  stronj;  ui)war-d  dr-aii^'ht,  and  at  the  same 
tiiireto  catch  any  counter  current  eorriinp  down  the  cliiirrncy  arrd  send  it  up  ayairr. 

The  back  of  the  tlreplaco  should  slope  up  at  an  air^le  of  about  (id  des;r-ees : 
also  the  back  and  sides  should  lie  smooth — without  any  anj;les  or  rou;.'h  phn-cs 
Id  ciitcli  the  smoke.  Even  a  small  ])i().jectioii  or  unevciiness  of  one  of  tile  bri'ks 
will  be  errou>:h  to  divert  the  smoke  from  its  upward  course. 


WIRING 

Tlici'e  is  an  undoubted  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  averajre  individual 
buildini,'  a  home  to  forget  the  very  important  part  that  is  played  by  eli>ctricity 
in  our  everyday  life.  It  would  pay  him  well,  before  he  makes  his  plans  complete, 
to  sit  down  and  consider  seriousl.v  what  iiiiproveiiients  and  aids  to  his  comfoi't 
he  can  make.  Many  of  these  necessities  occur  to  him  afterwards — wlieu  it  is 
toil  late  to  make  proper  arraujjeiiients  and  obtain  all  the  comfoi'ts  from  this 
irreatest  blessin<r  mankind  has  had  bestowed  upon  itself. 

For  instance,  how  often  do  we  not  see,  in  a  kitchen,  a  small  electric  stove 
connected  up  to  a  ceiling;  light  by  means  of  an  extension  cord.  This  arrange- 
ment looks  unsightly  and  s|)oils  the  appci.  .ince  of  the  room,  it  is  a  constant 
menace  to  the  housewife's  freeijom  of  movement  and  is  always  in  the  wa.v.  It 
would  have  been  a  ver.v  simple  matter  to  have  arranged  a  receptacle  at  a  con- 
venient location  In  the  wall  when  the  house  was  wired  with  a  set-in  plug  connec-- 
tion,  tiier'cby  eliminating  the  unsightl.v  and  uniicccssarv  drop-eord.  After  the 
hmise  has  been  wiretl  the  foregoing  eii'ect  could  not  have  licen  accomplished 
unless  visible  wiring  was  installed. 

The  fixtures  in  a  home  should  always  be  in  kee|>ing  wiMi  the  rest  of  the 
interior  appointments  and  the  interior  decorative  scheme  followed  as  closely 
as  pos^Jible  for  a  harmonious  effect,  pleasing  to  the  eye.  Houses  always  cost 
more  to  construct  than  the  tirst  estimate  and  conseiiuenfly  the  home-builder 
frequently  discovers  a  shortness  of  funds  toward  the  end  of  the  job.  The 
electrical  fixtures  are  usuaU.v  purchased  last  and  consequently  a  cheap,  tlash.x' 
set  of  lixtures  is  installed.  The  only  •"uied.v  to  suggest  to  overcome  this  dis- 
crepancy, should  it  be  anticipated,  is  to  set  aside  a  fixed  amount  for  the  installa- 
tion of  electrical  fixtures  in  kcejiing  witli  what  ,vou  will  want  the  interior  of 
,vour  home  to  look  like  when  completed.  Also  make  it  a  point  to  obtain  designs 
and  an  estimate  on  your  fixtures  from  some  local  firm.  "We  need  the  moni^y 
in  British  Columbia. "  In  following  this  suggestion  you  are  bound  to  have 
satisfactory  results.  Present  your  blue  prints  to  a  reputalil(>  electrical  dealer 
with  a  synopsis  of  the  interior  decorative  scheme  and  .vou  will  thank  your  fore- 
sightedncss  forever  afterward.  If  you  find  that  rigid  economy  is  to  lie  exercised, 
make  it  a  point  to  economize  somewhere  else,  so  said  ecou'-iiiy  will  later  on  not 
appear  in  the  light  of  poor  taste.  Vour  electrical  fi.xtures  are  always  prominent 
and  are  the  first  thing  to  attract  tiie  approval  or  disapproval  of  tlic  visitor 
or  guest. 

The  lighting  ((uestion  is  one  of  paramount  importance  to  the  home-luiildcr. 
Many  perw>t!«  «ti)!  u«c  the  »!<',  nist.^-dated  cnrhon  tilHmeiil  liglits  ( funii.sh--,!  free 
by  the  electric  company  because  of  the  heavy  consumption  of  juice  >.  This  is 
done  principally  on  account  of  the  lowei'  tirst  cost  anil  presumed  durability  of 
the  old-style  carbon   filament    light   globe.     Nowadays,   iiowever,    the  Tungsten

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lamps  arc  being  made  very  iiuieh  more  durable  and  the  rough  handling  which 
the  delicate  filaments  inside  the  Tungsten  lights  will  endure  is  surprising.  A 
salesman,  prominent  in  the  Tungsten  field,  locally,  daily  gives  a  demonstration 
of  the  mod(>rn  Tungsten  durability  by  driving  a  tack  into  a  desk,  using  an 
ordinary  Tungsten  light  globe  for  a  hammer.  The  delicate  days  of  the  Tungsten 
light  are  now  history,  while  the  actual  saving  on  lighting  bills  by  the  use  of 
these  modern  lights  is  over  r)0  per  cent,  over  the  cost  for  the  same  period  of 
time  if  the  old  carbon  tilament  lights  were  used. 

A  little  serious  thought  will  readily  convince  the  user  of  electric  current 
whether  the  first  cost  is  the  only  account  to  be  considered  when  the  installation 
of  the  lighting  of  the  new  home  is  eon.sidered.  The  retail  i)rice  of  Tungsten 
lights  is  much  lower  than  a  few  years  ago  when  this  famous  and  popular  means 
of  illumination  was  in  more  or  less  of  an  experimental  stage.  At  any  event, 
leave  the  cheaper  grade  of  lights  alone  unless  you  particularly  care  to  participate 
in  fattening  the  annual  dividends  of  the  company  furnishing  your  electric  eur- 
ri'ii'.  The  clii'iiper  iiicaii'lcsceiit  lights  now  on  \\[v  imii-ket  iivc  iiio.stly  of  Austrian 
or  Gcman  make  and  mean  spending  y<iur  money  away  from  home.

THE    PLASTER 

As  between  the  two  kinds  of  pla.ster  generally  used,  there  is  no  choice. 
Both  are  good.  Fibre  plaster  makes  a  harder  finish,  which  is  not  so  likelv  to 
break  as  the  mortar,  but.  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  more  likely  to  fall. 

If  there  arc  any  j)rojceting  corners  to  be  plastered,  cither  on  the  walls 
or  sloping  lines  in  the  ceilings  in  atti<'  rooms  or  stairways,  the  plaster  should  be 
protected  from  knocks  by  wood  or  metal  corners.  I  would  give  preference  to  the 
metal  corner  as.  being  put  on  under  the  plaster,  it  does  not  sliow  and  at  the 
same  time  it  affords  a  perfect  imitection.  The  wood  corners  projc-t  and  come 
in  for  more  knocks,  as  they  are  i>ut  on  on  the  outside.  In  time  they  oft(>n  loosen 
and  come  off.  and  they  are  besides  not  very  ornamental.  Meial  corners  can  be 
had  for  three  cents  a  foot.  They  are  put  on  with  the  jilaster  and  are  there 
to  stay. 

There  shoidd  be  two  coats  of  plaster;  the  result  is  a  warmer  and  more 
durable  lining  than  when  only  one  coat  is  used,  as  is  sometimes  done.  First 
the  coat  of  browning  goes  on  and  then  the  putty  coat,  or  a  san.l  finish,  according 
to  the  taste  of  the  owner.  The  putty  coat  is  a  smooth  finish  containing  plaster 
of  Paris  and  is  beautifully  white  and  clean  for  a  time,  but  it  soon  discolors 
and  shows  every  mark  of  dirty  lingers  and  smoke.  The  sand  coat  is  much 
rougher  and  is  better  for  papering  on  that  account,  as  it  holds  the  paper  better 
for  being  nmgh.  For  kalsomining  the  putty  coat  is  perhaps  better  as  it  uses 
up  much  less  kalsomine  and  does  not  have  to  have  a  preliminary  coat  of  glue 
or  sizing  put  on.  as  does  the  rough  linisli.  On  the  other  hand. "very  soft  and 
artistic  ef^Vcts  can  tie  had  by  kalsoming  on  the  sand  coat. 

He  sure  tliat  the  lath  is  clean,  unless  you  want  iliseolorcd  plaster.  If  dirty 
lath  is  used  yellow  stains  will  gradually  apjtcar  in  the  i)lasti>r.  until  its  appear- 
ance is  quite  spoiled.  This  is  more  notic'ablc  with  a  putty  coat,  on  account  of 
its  dazzling  whiteness.

Hy  sei'uring  a  good,  n-liahle  nuin  for  the  work  all  this  may  be 
avoide'l — and,  as  the  scale  of  wages  is  the  same  for  all  plasterers,  there  is  na 
extra   exi)cnse  involved. 

DOORS 

Have  tile  doors  .imply  wide,  particularly  downstairs,  .Narrow  doors  have 
a  menu  a|ipcarancc  and  are  also  very  inconvenient  for  moving  furniture.  A 
door  2  feet  H  inches  wide  looks  far  better  tiian  one  2  feet  ti  inches  or  2  feet 
4  inches,  and  it  is  no  dearer. 

Of  the  different  styles  of  doors  the  "Craffsman "'  arc  llie  most  artistic. 
These  doors  were  originally  designed  for  Imngalows,  but  they  have  liccome  so 
popular  that  they  arc  now  extensively  used  in  every  kind  of  dwelling,  •'('rafts- 
man" doors  eoini'  in  various  designs.  There  arc  one.  two,  three  and  t'our-panel 
door's,  all  of  which  designs  are  e((ually  jiri'tty  and  artisfi<'  and  are  to  he  preferred 
to  the  old  cross-panel  doors,  particularly  in  rooms  with  Mission  panelling.  The 
oiic-paiicl  <looi-  has  a  large,  single,  plain  panel  of  prcitily  gi'aincd  fii'.  the  Iwo- 
l)anel  <loor  is  supplied  with  two  narrow  vertical  panels.  For  wood  panelling 
in  the  Mission  style  these  two  kinds  of  doors  ;irc  the  most  suitable.  Those  with 
three  and  four'  panels  have  a  er-oss  panel  at  tlu'  fop  with  two  or  thr-ce  vertical 
|)anels  below.  In  liuyiii;;  these  doors  choose  those  with  a  nari'ow  top  panel. 
In  some  the  top  panel  is  wide,  giving  a  heavy  effect  that  is  not  nearly  so  ar-fistic. 

Any  variety  of  fr'ont  door  carr  be  bought  at  flic  sash  and  door'  factories. 
The  plain  slab  vcicci-  doors  with  bevelled  plate  glass  set  in  in  small  squar-es 
ai'c  among  the  most  fashionable  and  bandsoine  of  modern  fi'nnt  door's. 

Avoid  choosing  a  door  with  oval  plate  glass  and  elabor-ate  imitafion  carving. 
They  ar'e  inartistic  and  common.  .\  plain  but  good  fi'orit  door  adorns  any 
house.    wlier(>   !i   showy,    tawdry   affair'   will    spoil    its   appcar'arice   at    the   outset. 

FLOORS 

Nothing  will  be  said  here  about  hardwood  floors,  as  they  are  to  be  considered 

by  themselves  later  on. 

The  ordinary  tir  flooring  is  divided  info  three  gi-ades — 1,  2  and  ;i.  (Jrades 
1  and  2  are  thrown  together'  and  make  really  one  grade,  which  is  the  best  there 
is.  Xo,  :!  grade  is  of  poorer  quality  and  conseiiueiifly  cheaper,  but  there  is 
really  no  conomy  in  using  if  as  so  much  has  to  be  thrown  out  on  account  of 
knots  and  other  defecfs.  Flooring  should  be  edge  gi'ain.  as  llat  grain  wears 
down  more  (piickly  and  splinters  easily. 

.\  good  way  to  lay  flooring  is  to  have  the  boar'ds  I'unning  parallel  with  each 
wall,  till'  coiners  lapped  together.  This  makes  a  diagonal,  zigzag  line  towards 
the ccnfr-e  of  the  i-ooiii.  Continue  this  method  until  there  is  a  strip  almut 
18  incli(>s  all  round  the  i-oom,  then  fill  in  he  centre  in  the  ordinar-y  way.  Ky 
this  means  the  strip  around  the  car]H't  has  the  boar'ds  running  the  same  way 
as  the  border  of  the  rug,  and  the  effect  is  neater  than  when  all  the  board's 
arc  parallel. 

Three-inch  fltiorini:  instead  of  four-inch  makes  a  better  tlooi'.  The  border 
can  be  three  inch  and  the  cenfi-e  tilled  in  with  four-inch,  or.  better  still,  have 
tli(>  whole  floor  three-inch.      This  size   wear's   better   than   the   larger  size   and 

:t'oi\.'s  oritri'. 

Fir  flooring  is  r-afher  soft,  but  if  kept  well  poli.shed  with  beeswax  and 
fiir-penfine  the  polish  will  last  fairly  well,  except  where  it  is  mndi  walked  over. 
These  spots  rerpiii'c  constant  attention.

Windows  are  intcmied  to  let  in  air  as  well  as  liK'ht,  thouf;h  in  .some  iiouses 
this  fact  .seems  to  lie  i(;norcd.  In  nrou|)s  of  casement  windows — used  so  much 
ill  Imnjralows  and  in  houses  with  attic  rooms — only  one  or  two  windows  in  all 
will  he  made  to  o|)en.  The  rest  are  nailed  down.  This  is  also  the  case  with 
the  transoms  which  are  in  reality  a  very  iiriportant  means  of  ventilating  the 
room.  Every  window,  without  c.xception,  should  he  made  to  open,  A  window 
hermetically  sealed  makes  one  <lesirc  al)ove  all  things  to  he  atilc  to  throw  it 
open— it  is  an  aj,'t.'ravation.  Nor  arc  ca.scment  windows  any  more  wat<'rtisrlit 
4  when  they  are  nailed  down  than  when  they  are  hin;;ed.  In  the  summer  timi' 
•  every  window  should  \<v  opened  wide,  to  let  in  all  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine  that 
can   l)c  eoa.xed    into  the   house. 

Tran.soms  over  casement  windows  will,  if  nuidi'  to  open.  ser\e  tiie  same 
puriiose  of  ventilation  as  the  upper  half  of  the  ordinary  check -rail  window.  If 
it  is  open  at  the  top  no  unplea.sant  drautrht  is  created  and  at  the  .same  time 
enoutrli  air  is  allowed  to  enter  to  keep  the  room  fresii.  If  transoms  are  hiiiL'ed. 
so  lis  to  ojien  out.  they  will  keep  out  the  rain  fairly  well,  liut  if  further  protection 
is  needed  a  little  roof  i-an  he  put  over  the  top  of  the  windows.  This  improves 
the  appearance  of  the  outside  of  the  house,  besides  servin<r  the  useful  purpose  of 
miikiiif,'  it  more  water'tijrht, 
t  The  ordinary  check-rail   window   is   much   iriorc   watertiLdit    than   the  ea.sc- 

4  ment.  and  is  also  easier  to  screen.  On  the  other  hand  caseii.cnt  windows  arc 
so  much  prettier  and  add  so  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  house.  Iioth  out.side 
and  in.  that  their  drawhaeks  are  often  overlooked  until  they  make  them.selves 
appaniit  after  the  home  is  huilt.  The  fact  that  they  are  hard  to  screen  is  not 
a  serious  drawback  to  their  use  in  V.-meouvcr.  where  there  is  little  trouble  with 
flies  or  mosiiuitoes— but  their  inaliility  to  effectually  keep  out  rain.  |)artieularly 
when  it  is  (irivcii  by  a  strouif  wind,  militates  ajrainst  their  use  in  this  climate. 
However,  in  attic  rooms,  where  the  windows  are  shaded  by  wide  eaves,  there 
<an  be  no()b,ii>ction  to  them;  they  are  both  prctt\  and  satisfactory.  .Many  people 
even  ])refi'r  them  to  check-rail  windows  for  the  whole  house  on  aceotmt df  tlo^ir 
liciufr  more  airy,  anil   because  they   look  so   riiMi-h   bcfti'r   in   lou-ccilinL'ed    rooms

on  a  dull  day.  Since  about  three-(|uartcrs  of  fhi'  days  on  the  Coast  aiv  <lull. 
if  not  rainy,  it  is  important  to  bear  this  in  mind  when  providin<f  a   room  witii 

J,    liirht.     A  dark  room  on  a  dull  day  is  deprcssinf:  to  the  spirits,  but  with  plentv

Add  to  these  iidvantaKes  the  eotnfort  of  havinj,'  a  ho(m1  lijfht 
when  searehinR  for  a  mislaid  jfarment. 

Another  important  point  is  to  have  nood  ahum.  There  is  nothing  more 
annoying  than  to  look  tliroiiirh  windows  whieh  distort  all  ol.j.M'ts  and  destrov 
their  perspeetive. 

In  lii({  windows  21-oz.  kIhsn  should  he  used;  IfJ-o/,.  is  not  ln'avy  eiioiiifh. 
it  is  liable  to  break  if  the  window  is  shut  with  a  l.ani.'.  or.  if  nnv  pressure  is 
hrouKht  to  hear  upon  it,  it  will  tly  to  pieces  and  perhaps  do  serious  injury  to 

someone.     Plate  glass  is  more  exfxiisive  in  the  (irst   iiistai ,  hut  should  m'ver- 

tlieles.s  ho  put  in  for  the  .safety  of  the  iufrmtes.  if  for  no  other  reason,  win  never 
the  window  is  more  than  an  average  size. 

In  plaeing  hoth  do>,rs  and  windows  try  to  have  them  w,ll  halanced.  Don't 
let  the  carpenter  put  in  opening's  a  f.'W  inches  olf  centre,  just  to  sjive  hiuiself 
the  trouble  of  euttint;  throuifh  an  extra  stud.  This  is  not  infrccpicntlv  done 
and  the  excuse  given  is  that  so  slii.'ht  a  difTerenee  one  way  or  ilic  other  will 
not  be  noticed.  .Such  is  not  the  case,  however.  Anythimr  a  little  bit  off  the 
I'cntrc  or  out  of  line  is  (juickly  .letectcd  and  is  likely  "to  be  an  eye  sore. 

When  the  openini:  is  near  a  corner  always,  if"  at  all  possible,  allow  moni 
for  the  door  or  window  frame  to  be  put  in  fidl  width.  It  looks  cramped  and 
ill-balanced  to  have  a  full-sized  easing'  on  one  side  of  a  door  and  luie  oidy 
three  or  four  ini'hes  wide  on  the  other.  At  least  six  inches  from  thi'  opening 
to  the  corner  should  be  allowed  to  make  a  neat  job.  and  if  this  ,'annot  lie 
managed  at  least  have  the  carpenter  r.'turn  tlic  casing  rouml  the  corner  the 
full  width. 

THE    KITCHEN 

There  are  some  iuiportant  features,  necessary  to  a  model  kitdien.  which 
arc  often  overlooked.  Yet  a  little  forethought  in  arranging  for  them  at  the 
time  of  building  will  result  in  a  considerable  lightening  of  the  dailv  tasks  in 
that  ilepartment  of  the  horn.'. 

First.  The  location  of  the  ranire,  wiiether  for  gas  or  for  coal,  should  be 
.so  arranged  that  the  larg.'st  po.ssiblc  amount  of  natural  light  should  fall  on 
the  top  and  front.  If  the  range  is  well  placed  the  ertieiency  of  the  .(luipmcnt 
IS  very  greatly  inerea.sed  by  the  showing  up  of  all  the  w()rking  parts,  which 
can  be  readily  .seen  for  cleaning  purposes  and  for  keeping  in  order.  Al.so  there 
IS  iiotliiiig  so  unsatisfactory  for  the  cook  as  to  have  to  grope  in  .semi-darkness 
uliile  looking   after  the  contents  of   pots  and   kettles  on   thi>   stove.      There   i.s

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CUPBOARDS 

Ni'xt  to  a  chec  rfiil  and  well-arranged  kitchen,  plenty  of  bijr  airy  cupboards 
and  closets  will  appeal  to  the  housewife.  Not  only  are  they  an  absolute  necessity 
in  bedrooms,  but  in  every  room  in  the  house  one  or  two  cupboards  would  be 
an  aeee|)table  addition,  more  especially  in  small  houses  where  every  inch  of 
space  is  in  daily  use  and  everythiu';  must  be  kept  tidy  and  in  its  place  to 
uiake  life  livable. 

In  the  iiviiifr-room  a  oipboard  where  llla^'azines,  papers  and  even  dusters 
can  be  kept  is  most  useful,  and  in  the  hall  a  cupboard  where  coats,  rubbers, 
tennis  rae(|uets  and  such  thinjrs  can  be  handily  put  away,  will  be  equally 
welcoirie. 

In  the  dininjr-roiiiri  the  built-in  china  cupboard  is  really  an  article  of  furni- 
ture, and  where  a  corner  can  be  utilized  for  an  extra  cupboard  to  store  things 
in  it  will  not  come  amiss.  In  fact  there  are  many  litth'  corners  that  might  be 
so  utilized,  which  the  contractor  doi-s  not  think  worth  troubling  with:  but  any 
spai'c  that  can  be  of  use  should  be  taken  advantage  of.  The  great  trouble  in 
a  small  house  and  in  small  rooms  is  to  find  a  place  to  stow  away  the  family 
belongings.     Hence.  I  say.  the  more  cupboard  space  you  have  the  better. 

The  old-fashioned  wardrobes  are  not  much  used  nowadays.  They  are 
expensive  and  cumbersome.  In  a  bedroom  built  without  any  clothes  idoset  at 
all  (which  liap])ens  sometimes)  there  may  not  even  be  room  to  put  a  separate 
wardrobe  of  this  description.  Therefore,  every  bedroom  should  be  provided 
with  at  least  one  cupboard.  Where  the  ceilings  are  sloping  and  the  walls  are 
too  low  for  a  full-sized  door,  the  space  can  slill  b.-  used  for  shoe  cupboards, 
built-in  drawers  or  book  shelves.  And  wlu're  the  wall  is  six  or  seven  fei't  high 
before  the  slope  begins  there  is  room  for  quite  a  decent  closet,  even  though  the 
back  slopes  off  to  oidy  three  or  f(uir  feet.  Should  tiiere  be  eaves  on  each  side 
of  the  room,  have  two  doors  put  in.  One  closet  can  be  fitted  up  with  hooks 
for  haniring  clothes  and  the  other  be  used  for  a  trunkroom.  which  will  l)e  found 
very  convenient  in  the  absence  of  an  attic,  when  there  will  be  nowhere  for 
trunks  but  the  basement. 

There  siioidd  l)e  a  clipboard  for  brooms  and  mops  opening  off  the  kitchen 
or  on  the  back  verandah,  and  one  of  the  same  description  on  the  sirond  tloor 
will  sjive  steps  and  be  found  very  convenient. 

The  linen  closet  should  be  in  the  upstairs  hall  or  in  the  bathroom,  and  if 
it  can  b(>  placed  near  a  <'hiiiiney  so  much  the  better,  as  the  warmth  will  ensure 
a  dry  storing  place  for  tlie  linen.  Also  have  the  shelves  made  wide  and  deep, 
so  that  things  can  be  laid  tlat.  .iust  as  they  come  from  the  laun(lr\ .  Narrow 
shelves  in  a  linen  closet  are  a  nuisance.  I-et  there  be  plenty  of  space,  with  top 
slielves  far  apart,  so  that  blankets  and  other  bulky  articles  can  b,'  stored  there 
convenientl.v. 

When  clothes  I'iosets  have  ceiliiii.'s  of  nine  or  ten  feet  the  top  space  is 
generally  jjut  to  no  use  whatever.  Six  feet  six  inches  is  high  enoUL'h  for  a 
cupboard,  and  if  the  ceiling  of  the  closet  is  put  in  at  this  height  and  a  door 
made  just  above  the  cuptioard  door  of  the  same  width,  in  two  halves,  it  is  possible 
to  put  this  siiace  between  the  .joists  and  the  ceiling  of  the  closet  to  good  use. 
It  will  provide  an  excellent  storiiig  place  for  extra  bedding,  pillows  or  clothing 
that   is  not  to  be  used  and  is  tietter  quite  out  of  the  wav.

The  woodwork  in  the  greater  nuiidier  of  Vancouver  houses  is  either  fir  or 
cellar.  British  Cohuiibia  fir  is  an  inexpensive  wood  and  at  the  same  time  it 
has  a  wonderful  variety  of  grain.  an<l  when  tastefully  stained  is  one  of  the 
prettiest  woods  that  can  be  used.     If  fir  is  the  wood  chosen  for  the  inside  finish

Small 
ffrained  wood  is  (juieter  iind  in  better  taste  than  the  lar^'er  amiu,  espeeially  iu 
apartments  the  size  of  the  ordinary  dwelling;  room.  The  lartrer  urain  is  almost 
too  startlint;  in  eti'eet,  partieularly  where  a  dark  .stain  has  heen  ajiplied  to 
make  the  ^'raiii  stand  out. 

HurniuK  the  wood  with  a  torch  is  considered  better  than  staining',  as  it 
lasts  longer  and  makes  a  smoother  finish,  hut  of  course  only  one  shade 
of  brown  can  be  i)roduecd  in  tliis  way,  and  if  a  finish  of  a  ditTercnt  color  is 
desired  either  specially  prepared  or  bousjht  stain  must  he  used. 

<'ar list  be  used  not   to  burn  the  wood  too  much.     As  soon  as  the  soft 

^rrain  is  burned  the  torch  should  be  moved  so  as  not  to  burn  the  hard  jrrain  at  all. 

For  stainiun.  most  of  tiic  browns  arc  uuide  with  burnt  umber.  If  a  h^fhtpr 
brown  is  wanted,  thin  it  with  boiled  oil;  if  a  darker  shade  is  preferre<l,  put  in 
a  little  lamp  black.  The  innber  should  be  mi.xed  with  pisoline  liiitil  it  is 
properly  dissolved,  then  add  as  much  oil  as  is  desired. 

Stain  is  put  on  with  a  brush  and  rubbed  off  with  a  I'loth.  Ii.-nce  the  name, 
"rubbed   stain.'* 

After  the  stain  is  on  I'omes  the  shellac,  or  tiller  as  it  is  called,  the  pi'.rposc 
of  which  is  to  fill  np  the  small  holes  in  the  frrain  and  ki'.p  the  •rum  from 
comiru,'  throufrh   after  the   varnish   is  on.   which   woidd   nutke  a   rou>,'h   surface. 

()ne  coat  of  .shellac  will  do.  but  two  coats  are  better,  and  between  each  the 
surface  should  be  properly  rubbe<l  down  with  sandpaper  or  steel  wool  soaked 
in  oil.     If  the  shellac  is  too  thick,  thin  it  with  wood  alcohol. 

After  the  shcllai-  come  two  coats  of  vai-nish  and  between  I'ach  there  must 
be  the  sitme  rubbinj:  down  as  before. 

When  cedar  is  used  for  inside  woodwork  it  is  not  usually  stained.  It  is 
first  rubbed  down  with  oil.  and  then  the  shellac  and  vai-nish  m't  on.  Sometimes 
a  very  liv'ht  stain  is  |)ut  on.  but  usually  the  natural  color  of  the  wood  is 
preferred.  There  is  no  particular  jrrain  in  cedar  as  there  is  in  fir.  but  the 
color  of  the  wood  is  warm  and  soft,  and  it  makes  a  very  i>retty  tinishintr  wood. 
aIthoii(?h  as  it  is  soft  it  scrati-hes  and  dents  ca.sily. 

The  enamel  for  inside  woodwork  must  have  five  coats — three  coats  of  flat 
paint  and  two  coats  of  enamel,  whicii  must  all  be  sanded  between  each  coat. 

For  a  time  white  woodwork  was  all  the  rajre  for  bedrooms,  bathrooms  and 
.soTiietimes  (lrawint.'-room.s.  but  other  shades  are  bein;.'  introduced,  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  ditliculty  of  kee|.int:  white  .-is  clean  as  it  must  hi'  kept  to  look 
well.  In  smoky  N'ancouver  this  is  peculiarly  ditlicult.  French  <:rey  is  steadilv 
•.'ainins.'  in  favor,  and  combined  with  ohl  rose  or  other  soft  shades  in  wallpaper 
and  curtains,  it  makes  jin  exceedinirly  dainty  and  pri'tty  finish. 

A  very  pale  <.'reen  is  a  shade  that  is  liccoiuiiiir  fashionable  for  woodwork, 
and  it  can  lie  combined  with  almost  any  coloi'  silicmc  with  (.'ooil  etl^'ect.  Like 
French  irrey  it  is  much  easier  to  keep  clean  than  either  white  i.r  cream.

s,itisfa<'tory  as  it  docs  not  check  or  rra.'k  lik(>  the  solid  boards  do.  and  there  is 
also  a  greater  uniformity  of  trraiti. 

One  point  to  lH>ar  in  mind  on  planninir  tiie  woodwork  i^nd  panellinir  of 
the  hou.sc   is  that    mouldinirs  collect   dust  and    make  extra    work   in  dustinjr  and

HARDWOOD   FLOORS 

We  all  know  how  attractive  hanhvood  floois  are;  how  much  nicer  and 
cli^ancr  than  fir;  how  they  not  oidy  kec'p  their  nice  looks,  lint  actiudiv  improve 
as  time  goes  on.  Kni'ii"!?  mellow  luslrf  as  the  years  go  liy. 

What  a  iileasurc  it  is  to  see  the  pride  with  which  a  kochI  houseki'cpcr 
shows  you  her  polished  floors.  She  ha.s  good  reason  to  he  proud,  more  so 
than  has  the  other  lady  who  proudly  displays  her  expensive  carpets  oi'  vufis. 
Credit  is  not  due  to  her,  hut  is  due  to  the  mill  where  the  carpets  were  made. 

A  floor  is  usually  tf,ated  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  owner, 
or  actually  by  the  own.  iierself.  'I'he  i)ossession  of  heaulifully  jiolished  oak 
floors  is  then  a  jiersonal  triunijih,  a  soniethinjr  of  which  the  owner  has  ever.\- 
reason   to   be   proud. 

Hardwood  floors  are  niueh  more  .sanitary  than  floors  of  fir  or  other 
soft  woods.  The  fir  floor  has  to  be  covered  witli  carpets,  otherwise  it  soon 
looks  clieai)  and  shabby.  Go  over  a  carpet  with  a  good  vacuum  cleaner  and 
you  will  be  astonished  at  the  preat  collection  of  dust.  To  thiidv  that  you  have 
been  disturbing  so  nunh  dust  !  Every  stc|i  you  took  shook  up  a  lot  of  it. 
and  shook  quite  a  lot  of  it  down  your  throat  and  into  your  lungs. 

Carpet  dust  has  been  analyzed  anil  found  to  contain  a  very  hitrh  per 
ceiitagc  of  deadly  disease  g'Tins.  Animals  have  been  inoeulatcMl  with  this 
dust   and   have  died,   the  majority  dis(dosinfr  tubercidosis. 

(ierni  laden  dust  finds  no  resting-jilaee  in  th<'  tight-jointed  and  polished 
surface  of  oak  floors. 

Then  as  to  the  bennfy  of  hai-dwood  floors;  it  is  an  accepted  fact  that  you 
cannot  duplici'te  or  improve  on  the  beauty  of  nature.  The  grain  and  figure 
of  a  properly  finislic>d  oak  floor  adds  more  than  can  an.\'  other  thing  to  the 
nrti;sTic  and  drrnrative   pos.siiiiliiir.s  of  your  home.

There  is  nothinir  more  unehan  put 
into  the  hr.iiian  mouth  than  a  toothbrush  used  week  after  week  without  cleaning. 

If  you  eould  see  all  the  surface  of  each  tooth  as  you  ean  see  all  surfaces  of 
the  finders,  tin;  cleaniuff  of  the  teeth  would  be  better  done.
